EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT

The application has been amended as follows: 

This application is in condition for allowance except for the presence of claims 6-12 
directed to inventions non-elected without traverse. Accordingly, claims 6-12 have been 
cancelled. Claims 6-12 do cither do not contain all of the same structural features of the 
allowable claims, or are not in condition for allowance based upon various 1 12 issues. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art is not 
seen to teach or fairly suggest the instantly claimed compounds. The closest art is seen to be 
WO93/04077 (of record), which discloses enzyme substrates having the same core as the 
instantly claimed compounds, but the instant compounds require at least one of groups Ri, R 2 , 
and R 3 to be a moiety with at least 4 carbon atoms. The examiner believes it is unexpected that 
the compounds having these bulkier groups would have easily entered the cells cytoplasm 
without any chemical or physical treatments.
